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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Referring to the Nazzal reference, the applicant 
argues the cutting takes place after the anchor is set. That is just in one particular embodiment (fig. 6b). The Nazzal reference and the 
Jennings reference both teach a conveyance tool to send the cutting tool in the well. Newman teaches a type of conveyance tool with an 
axial displacement part between anchors to convey a tool within a well (figs. 3a-3c). As it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to substitute one conveyance tool for another conveyance tool , it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the tools disclosed by Nazzal and Jenning to have conveyance tool with axial displacement part between two anchors 
in view of the teachings of Newman . 
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
